FREEZE 



H ACKNEY residents look 
set to benefit from a 
Council Tax freeze for a 
third year in a row. 

The borough would be bucking 



a national trend with the latest 
research predicting bills in other 
parts of the country could rise by 
four per cent this year. 

Mayor Jules Pipe is due to 
present budget proposals, which 
includes a freeze on Hackney’s 
Council Tax, at a meeting on 5 
March. 

If these plans are backed by the 
Full Council, then Hackney would 


be one of the few local authorities 
in the country not to increase their 
element of the Council Tax. 

Commenting on figures from the 
Local Government Association 
that showed many councils will 
struggle to keep Council Tax rises 
below a Government cap of 5 per 
cent, Mayor Pipe said: “Thanks to 
strong, well-managed finances we 
can afford to freeze our part of the 


Council Tax again and continue to 
invest in services that matter to 
local people and that’s what I’ll be 
proposing to the Council. 

“To be this position is a 
significant achievement. Since 
2002, Hackney has set the third 
lowest Council Tax rise of all the 
33 London boroughs.” 

Mayor Pipe added the budget

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Activities offers

‘THERE’S nothing for young people to do any more.’ It’s a 
line we’ve all heard, but is it true in Hackney? 



Increasingly not - but we do need to make sure that our 
younger residents know what’s out there, which is why last 
year we launched the A-Z of activities for young people, so 
that everyone knows about the range of things 
Hackney. 


Next month sees the start of Discover Young Hackney, a 
programme of events and taster sessions offering young 
people the chance to develop their skills and get more 
involved in the arts and cultural activities. 

Last year’s festival was a big success and I hope even 
more of our young talent takes advantage of this year’s 
programme to fulfil their potential. 

One of Hackney’s most popular features is the Purple Bus; 
a mobile unit that travels around the borough offering 
young people access to a number of activities, including IT 
training. The first bus was so popular, that the Council 
funded a second bus, which was launched last week. (See 
pgi 3.) 

There is always more to do. As part of next year’s budget, I 
am proposing - as well as a freeze in Council Tax - to put 
in an extra £400,000, along with Hackney Homes, to fund 
two new, weekly youth work sessions on ten more estates 
across Hackney.

Sumer estimates he will 
need over 120,000 papers 
to complete the project, 
working with Hackney arts 
organisation Creative City. 

Partner organisations 
include The Learning Trust 
and Gillett Squared. The 
Council’s Culture Team 
also played a key role in 
getting the project off the 
ground. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“Hackney is the home of a 
dynamic and prolific visual 
arts sector and we are 
proud to support its 


continued development. 

“This innovative project 
will be the first temporary 
art installation in Gillett 
Square. 

“Its strong environmental 
message will engage 
Hackney’s communities in 
the ‘reduce-reuse-recycle’ 
debate.” 

Once the project is over, 
the newspapers will be 
recycled, while people’s 
comments will be recorded, 
along with a documentary 
following the building of 
the house. 

The Newspaper House 
will be officially unveiled in 
on Saturday, 8 March.

high-tech IT equipment 
such as interactive 
whiteboards. 

Speaking at the Downs 
Park Road school on 14 
January, the minister said: 
“The Next Generation 
Learning Campaign is all 
about using technology to 
its full potential. This 
initiative is hugely 
important in encouraging 
people across education to 
ensure we are rolling out 
ICT effectively.” 


According to research 
conducted for the 
campaign, only one-in-five 
schools nationally are fully 
exploiting the range of 
technology available. 

Johnny - who made 
maths and science fun for 
generations of young people 
with his programme Think 
Of a Number - showed 
pupils new ways of using 
equipment and offered lots 
of practical hints. 

He said: “The children 


grasped ideas and showed 
they can use IT very well. I 
think modern technology is 
great. Whiteboards can turn 
an ordinary blackboard into 
a world library. 

“Technology also 
provides vocational training 
because, these days most 
jobs involve computers.”

proposals are set to include 
further funding for a range 
of services. 

He said: “I am pleased to 
be able to say that some of 
the exciting proposals we 
hope to fund include extra 


activities on estates for 
young people, more 
resources for street cleaning 
and money to double the 
number of graffiti-busting 
teams. I’m also proposing 
extra investment for leisure 
facilities, including more 
cash for the borough’s parks. 
Social services are in line 


for further funding too, 
with more money targeted 
at Hackney’s most 
vulnerable people including 
children in care and adults 
with learning difficulties.” 

Last year, after Hackney 
froze its Council Tax for 
the second year, a range of 
services were expanded, 


including £300,000 to 
introduce free swimming 
lessons for under 1 8s in 
school holidays, while over 
£500,000 was invested in 
expanding youth services. 

In 2006, when the freeze 
first began, Hackney 
budgeted £2.7million for 
the hugely popular 
refurbishment of London 
Fields Lido. 

Hackney’s Governance 
and Resources Scrutiny 
Commission will comment 
on the Mayor’s spending 
plans ahead of the budget 
meeting. 

Hackney’s Council Tax 
charge accounts for 77 per 
cent of the bill that lands 
on residents’ doormats. 

The remaining part, is set 
by the Mayor of London, 
Ken Livingstone, to pay for 
capital-wide services. 

If this is increased, as 
expected, then residents 
will see an overall rise of 
approximately 14p a 
week.

Fighting for 2012 legacy 

INFLUENTIAL MPs have 
been urged to ensure the 
legacy of the Olympic 
media centres in 
Hackney is secured 
as soon as possible. 

Mayor Jules Pipe told 
them swift action is vital to get leading creative and media 
organisations to take over the buildings in Hackney Wick 
after the 201 2 Games are over. 

The move would create a wealth of high-quality local jobs, 
but the media industry must be involved in the initial design 
process in order for this to happen, he said. 

Giving evidence to the Culture, Media and Sport Select 
Committee, Mayor Pipe explained Hackney will ‘lose the 
opportunity’ to attract digital and creative companies if this 
commitment is not met. 

He said it was ‘absolutely vital’ the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (0DA) and consortia chosen to build the media 
centres talk to broadcasters and recording industry contacts 
now. Adding: “They are saying to us they are not going to be 
interested in taking on that venue afterwards if they have not 
had some input into the spec”. 

The media centres - similar in size to Canary Wharf lying 
on its side - will be used by 20,000 journalists during the 
Games. The five London Olympic host boroughs were 
presenting evidence to the Government Select Committee on 
preparations for the Games. Mayor Pipe also urged the 
committee to ensure bridges promised to connect Hackney 
Marshes and Eton Manor to the rest of the Olympic Park are 
delivered. 

End of the Pier as appeal fails 

A NIGHTCLUB whose rowdy clientele made residents’ 
lives a misery has lost its appeal to reopen. 

Pier One nightspot on Kingsland High Road was shut in 
November after complaints from neighbours and incidents 
including a 1 20-man street brawl on 26 October. Cllr Alan 
Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: “Since the 
premises were closed, the police have recorded a significant 
drop in anti-social behaviour in the area. 

Leona could steal show at Brits 

SINGING sensation Leona Lewis has notched up an 
incredible four nominations for this year’s Brit Awards. 

The 2006 X-Factor winner and Hackney girl is up for a 
gong for her record-breaking first album Spirit, which sold 
1 .55million copies in its first seven weeks. Her Nol song 
Bleeding Love is in the running for the best single award. 

Leona also received nominations in the best female and 
breakthrough act categories. The awards will be 
televised live on ITV on 20 February.

How does your role fit with that 
of Hackney’s elected Mayor, Jules 
Pipe? 

A: I’ve got a very good relationship 
with Jules. Part of his job is to ask 
for more for Hackney and my job is 
I to try to get it 
for him, as 
long as it can 
| possibly be 
done. 

' Q: How are 
you working with Mayor Pipe to 
make sure Hackney benefits from 
the 2012 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games? 

A: Jules has always worked to 
make sure the Olympics will 
be a success. 

The only reason we bid 
for the Olympic Games 
was so the East End of 
London could be 
regenerated. You’ve got the 


media centres in Hackney, where 
we’re hoping to get well-paid, new 
high-tech jobs after the Olympic 
Games. 

The Olympics is also about getting 
the transport infrastructure that 
allows people in that area to get out 




and get the jobs that are coming. 

Q How much difference will 
London Overground make to 
Hackney? 

A: We’re going to double the 
capacity of the North London Line 
and its reliability. It’s going to link 
up with the East London Line (by 
2010), which for the first 
time opens up southern 
Hackney to decent 
transport.

to Whitechapel and get onto 
Crossrail and get all over London. 

Q: What is the GLA doing to 
promote sustainability in Hackney? 
A: Early in the New Year we will go 
out to tender to invite a panel of 
contractors to retrofit all public 
buildings in London to be 
sustainable - there’s a real 
chance of reducing 
carbon emissions 
from public 
buildings by 20 
per cent over the 
next decade. 



Hackney won best- 
performing public sector 
organisation at the 
Mayor of London’s 
Green Procurement 
Code Awards. What do you think 
of the Council’s measures to reduce 
its impact on the environment? 

A: We are delighted because there 
are an awful lot of people still in 
denial about climate change. 
Councils like Hackney are putting 
into practice all the things that 
spiral down through the chain so 
that quite small, local firms can get 


involved in procurement that is 
green and sustainable. 

Q Education results are going up in 
Hackney, but how are you helping 
to ensure young people get the skills 
they need to secure good jobs? 

There will be major expansion of 
courses around construction 
because of the Olympics, Crossrail, 
eventually Crossrail 2 (the 
Hackney-Chelsea Line), and 
130,000 new homes being built in 
the London part of the Thames 
Gateway. We want to see as many 
of those jobs going to local people 
as possible, so the London 
Development Agency is putting a 
lot of money into 
expanding 
courses at local 
universities 
and colleges. 

What do you 
believe is the best thing about 
Hackney? 

A: I used to be the Greater London 
Council (GLC) member at 
Hackney North and Stoke 
Newington between 1977 and 
1981 and I just loved it. It was 




much poorer in those days than 
it is now. Having known Hackney 
intimately for 30 years, I think the 
changes and transformations are 
amazing. I think it’s one of the most 
dynamic and exciting places. 

Tell us something that not many 
people know about you? 

A: I almost bought a house in 
Springfield Road on the edge of 
Hackney Marshes in 1976, when I 
became a 
GLC member 
up there. So I 
would have 
spent the last 
30 years 
looking out 
over the 

Marshes. I then discovered I was 
being gazumped so I pulled out.

A MENTORING scheme 
to support young people 
aged 14 to 25 has been 
launched in the borough. 

Staff and residents of 
Sanctuary Housing 
Association are being 
trained to provide one-to- 
one guidance on careers 
and personal issues. The 
scheme, jointly run by 


Sanctuary and the Preset 
Charitable Trust, is already 
training 20 staff and two 
residents to take on 
mentoring roles. 

Another 12 residents are 
due to be trained as peer 
mentors - offering support 
to people their own age who 
have had similar life 
experiences. 

The training scheme was 
launched at the Hackney 
Empire and is part of 


Sanctuary’s Heart 
of Hackney 
initiative. 

One of the 
trainees, Alison 
Laverick, said: “We 
are all looking 
forward to being 
trained and making 
a positive 
contribution to young 
people’s lives.” 

Also at the launch was the 
Speaker of Hackney, Cllr 


Faizullah Khan. He said: 
“The young people of our 
borough are our future and 
it is important they are 
offered the best chances 
in life. 

“I hope the support and 
guidance being offered by 
this mentoring scheme 
helps to increase 
opportunities and raise the 
life chances of Hackney’s 
young people.”

A NATURE reserve is being created next 
to the River Lea as a legacy from the 
201 2 Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 


The area on the edge of East 
Marsh will become home to 
wildlife such as endangered ground 
bugs and the protected toadflax brocade moth. Natural 
materials, much recycled from the Olympic Park site, will be 
used to create habitats. 


The joint project between the Council and Olympic Delivery 
Authority (0DA) will create a wildlife corridor around the site, 
covering more than 1 0,000 square metres. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, Cabinet Member for Regeneration and 
the 201 2 Olympic and Paralympic Games, said: “The reserve 
is part of a lasting legacy from the Games. It will provide a 
home for a broad range of plants and wildlife, including 
kingfishers, newts, stag beetles and the Pyramidal Orchid.”

Q: I live in a shared house, and my Green Box 
is often misplaced. What can be done to 
ensure it gets returned? 

A: Every new Green Box now has a space to write your 
property number on it, using permanent marker. 

This distinguishes your box from others in your building, 
and helps the recycling crew return it to the right house. 

If you have an older Green Box, which doesn’t have a 
space to write your address on, you can request a sticker 
from the recycling hotline on: 020 8356 6688. 

Having your house number on your Green Box also helps 
moniter 
compulsory 
recycling, 
especially if you 
live in a shared 
block. Monitors can 
identify which 
properties are 
recycling, from those 
that are not following 
the law.

RESIDENTS and recycling crews 
will agree that a nasty fall on 
slippery steps is no way to start 
the day.

T was all aboard for Mayor of 
Hackney, Jules Pipe, when he 
launched the borough’s second 
mobile youth centre. 

The original Purple Bus has been 
travelling estates for several years, 


bringing free IT skills to young 
people. It proved so popular, a 
second was commissioned. 

It has a private room so young 
people can benefit from one-to-one 
sessions with youth workers. There 
is also better disability access and a 
pull-out stage area, as well as 


computers and flat-screen 
televisions. 

The Mayor was joined by Cllr 
Rita Krishna, Cabinet Member for 
Children’s Services, Hackney Free 
and Parochial Church of England 
School pupils and Council Youth 
Service staff, to greet the new bus 
outside the Town Hall on 16 
January. 

Cllr Krishna said: “The Purple Bus 
is a great place for young people to 
spend their free time - somewhere to 
socialise, do homework, learn skills 
and find out about education and 
training. Having two Purple Buses 
means we can expand the service to 
more residents.” 

Bus users can gain accredited IT 
qualifications, surf the Internet and 


play computer games. There are 
opportunities to participate in other 
activities such as bike maintenance 
and sport. Sessions on sexual 
health, crime and gangs are also on 
offer. 

As well as the buses, Hackney 
Youth Services provide many 
facilities, including youth centres, 
sports activities, courses and 
workshops, which are listed in a 
new Youth Guide.

“Growing up in Hackney I’ve 
started using more slang. It 
affects me in every way. 
Hackney’s cool and I like being 
here. Although the problem is

Darren Almond: Moons 
of the lapetus Ocean

Darren Almond’s exhibition at the White 
Cube Gallery is a moving experience. 

In Moons of the lapetus Ocean, he 
challenges our perceptions of day and night. 
The works show landscapes from around 
the British Isles, all captured using moonlight 
and long-exposure. The resulting scenes are 
bathed in an eerie brightness that bring out 
vivid colours and alter landscapes. 

Almond’s work is often influenced by 
geography, lapetus Ocean is a reference to 
the beginnings of the British Isles over 500 
million years ago. This historicism comes 


through in the photos, creating an 
uncomplicated time that flows as 
undisturbed as a mountain stream, 
and as tranquil as a thick fog. 

Upstairs Almond presents three large scale 
photos from his “Infinite Betweens” series. 
The scenes show traditional prayer flags that 
have accumulated in the Tibetan highlands. 
These works also use the same technique, 
but differ in their depiction of a landscape 
shaped by human presence. The resultant 
compositions are abstract, chaotic, even 
claustrophobic, yet they do not lose the silent 
tranquillity of the Full Moon photos. 

Darren Almond is an artist whose invention, 
imagination and technical expertise have 
brought him world renown. He has exhibited 
internationally and was nominated for the 
2005 Turner Prize.

They are right to be concerned; it is 
today’s children who will face the 
consequences of inaction.” 

Lauriston’s Deputy Head, Sylvia 
Taylor, said: “The book and OWL have 
been very popular with the children - 
they are very interested in learning how 
to look after the planet.”

Pioneering cancer 
study could savelives

B LACK women in 

Hackney are at risk 
of developing breast 
cancer 21 years 
before their white British 
counterparts, a survey has 
revealed. 

The study, based on 
patients at Homerton 
Hospital, is the first to 
investigate patterns of the 
disease in black British 
women. 

On average, black patients 
were diagnosed with cancer 
aged just 46, while white 
patients’ average age 
was 67.

The findings - published 
online in the British Journal 
of Cancer - also suggest that 
tumours in younger black 
patients are more likely to be 
aggressive, and are less likely 
to respond to newer types of 
targeted treatments like 
Herceptin. 

The study was carried out 
between 1994 and 2005, its 
author, Dr Rebecca Bowen, 
said: “Of breast cancer cases 
in London, 25 per cent of 


those studied were in women 
aged 45 or younger. This 
figure rose to 45 per cent 
among Hackney’s black 
population. We think that 
the way tumours behave can 
be put down to biological 
differences between the two 
ethnic groups.” 

If these results are reflected 
in national research, the 
screening process may be 
changed to reflect the 
possible higher risks for 


younger black women.

PROVISIONS FOR COMBATTING ALCOHOL-RELATED DISORDER 


Alcohol consumption in designated public places 
12 Alcohol consumption in designated public places 

(1) Subsection (2) applies if a constable reasonably believes 
that a person is, or has been, consuming intoxicating liquor in a 
designated public place or intends to consume intoxicating 
liquor in such a place. 

(2) The constable may require the person concerned — 

(a) not to consume in that place anything which is, or which 
the constable reasonably believes to be, intoxicating liquor; 

(b) to surrender anything in his possession which is, or which 
the constable reasonably believes to be, intoxicating liquor or a 
container for such liquor (other than a sealed container). 

(3) A constable may dispose of anything surrendered to him 
under subsection (2) in such manner as he considers 
appropriate. 

(4) A person who fails without reasonable excuse to comply 
with a requirement imposed on 
him under subsection (2) commits 
an offence and is liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not 
exceeding level 2 on the standard 
scale. 

(5) A constable who imposes a 
requirement on a person under 
subsection (2) shall inform the 
person concerned that failing 
without reasonable excuse to 
comply with the requirement is an 
offence. 

(6) In section 24(2) of the 1984 Act 
(offences to which powers of arrest 
without warrant apply), after 
paragraph (q) there shall be 
inserted — 

“(qa) an offence under section 
12(4) of the Criminal Justice and 


Police Act 2001”. 

13 Designated public places 

(1 ) A place is, subject to section 1 4, a designated public 
place if it is — 

(a) a public place in the area of a local authority; and 

(b) identified in an order made by that authority under 
subsection (2). 

(2) A local authority may for the purposes of subsection 

(1) by order identify any public place in their area if they are 
satisfied that — 

(a) nuisance or annoyance to members of the public or a 
section of the public; or 

(b) disorder; has been associated with the consumption of 
intoxicating liquor in that place.

(5) Regulations under subsection (4) shall, 
in particular, include provision requiring 
local authorities to publicise 
the making and effect of orders under 
subsection (2). 

(6) Regulations under subsection (4) shall 
be made by statutory instrument which 
shall be subject to annulment in 
pursuance of a resolution of either 
House of Parliament

Ingredients Method 


•2 sea bass fillets, skin on 

• 1 50g pak choy, each quartered 
•1 tablespoon sunflower oil 

• 1 fresh red chilli, deseeded 
& finely sliced 

•finely grated zest and juice 
of % lime 

• Yt tablespoon Thai fish sauce 
(nam pla) 

• 1 tablespoon Japanese soy sauce 

• 2 tablespoons black bean sauce 

• 1 25ml marinated fish or vegetable stock 

• 2 tablespoons fresh coriander, chopped 
•Sea salt and freshly ground 

black pepper 


•Stir fry pak choy with oil in a wok or pan until wilted. 

•Add chilli, zest, soy sauce, fish sauce and black 
bean sauce; stir, then add fish stock and 
black pepper. 

• Cook for a few minutes, add juice and coriander; 
bring to the boil, then remove from heat and 
keep warm. 

• Heat a dash of oil in a non-stick pan and add 
seasoned fish skin-side down; press on fish to 
prevent shrinking and sear for three to 

four minutes. 

• Remove fish from heat and cook the other side 
for one minute. 

• Serve fish on a bed of pak choy and sauce 
with a wedge of lime. 


Top Apprentice tip: Ask your fishmonger to fillet the sea bass for you. This will save a 
lot of time and mess.

Road improvements 
in Homerton
